In the next round (K. 2 tog.) 11 times.

Left Hand 

Work the left-hand glove in the same way as the 
right-hand glove until reaching division for the 
fingers. Then for first finger, knit in pattern 
first 11 sts. of round, slip all but last: 3 sts. on to a 
thread and leave for other fingers. Cast on 2 sts. 
after first 11 sts. and knit last .3 'sts. 

Finish the remainder of the glove as first. 

Press over a damp cloth with very hot iron. 


Second Finger 

Knit in pattern the next 5 sts. of round. Cast 
onto sts.
